and the League proposal for a new 
dsarm am ent conference.

New H am pshire, and Shipstead, fa r­ 
m er laborite, M innesota, all irrecon­ 
cilables, credited the tr u th of H o u g h ­ 
to n ’s sta te m en t and dem anded th a t 
th e public be inform ed of all infor­ 
m ation in th e hands of the d ep a rt­ 
m ent concerning them.

Secretary of 
Commerce Hoover, opening the sec­ 
ond conference on h ig h w ay 
safety 
here today, said. 
B etter laws, m eeting uniform re ­ 
quirem ents, were needed 
but 
they 
were of no benefit w ith o u t th e prop­ 
er enforcem ent, Hoover stressed. 
“ W ith o u t 
d rastic 
enforcement, 
w ithout certain and Bure punishm ent 
for the w ilful violator of the 
law, 
w ith o u t some method of court pro ­ 
cedure, by m eans of which th e crim ­ 
inally reckless, th e n egligent 
and 
the incom petent can be driven from 
the use of the stree ts and highw ays 
by m eans of the operation of that 
law, the tim e th a t has been occupied 
in its d raftin g has been w asted,’’ 
Hoover said. 
More th an 1,000 delegates 
w ere 
represented a t th e conference, 
in ­ 
cluding the official 
representatives 
of 43 states designated by the gov­ 
ernors in response to th e 
call 
of 
President Coolidge. 
Six general reports w ere su bm it­ 
ted and will form the basis of dis­ 
cussions looking tow ard 
reduction 
of th e accident toll in th e United 
Press due to traffic congestion. Last 
year 23,900 persons were killed and 
600,000 injured in traffic accidents.

Detroit, Mich., March 23.—The Wil­ 
liam Desmond Taylor m urder mystery 
is nearer a solution today than at any 
time since it occurred in the form er 
movie director’s studio at Hollywood 
early in 1922, Asa Keyes, prosecuting 
attorney of Los Angeles, indicated in 
an interview with the United Press. 
“W e are m aking 
real 
progress,” 
Keyes adm itted as he left Detroit af­ 
ter a day spent in conferences with 
officials and in interviews with per­ 
sons whose identity he declined to re 
veal. 
While he denied that his trip here 
with Harold L. Davis, chief of the Loa 
Angeles homicide bureau, 
had 
any 
connection with the case, Keyes con 
ceded that much favorable Inform a­ 
tion had been collected since he left 
Los Angeles more than a m onth ago 
During the trip he visited New York. 
“One of the first things we intend to 
do on our return to California is to 
question Mabel Normand In connec­ 
tion with this case,” he said. 
The 
screen s ta r ’s nam e has figured prom ­ 
inently in 
several investigations of 
the m urder. 
Keyes would not discuss here the 
nature of inform ation 
sought 
from 
Miss Normand, but made no effort to 
conceal his belief that she gave him 
the “slip" when he attempted to see 
her while in New York. 
Miss Nor­ 
m and left New York while he was 
there, he said, and is now in Holly­ 
wood. 
“She will have to talk when we re­ 
tu rn ,” Keyes said, “and we shall call 
her to the prosecutor’s office for that 
purpose.” 
Keyes and Davis expect to reach 
Los Angeles early next week. 
In view of his denial th at Detroit 
had any connection with the case, it 
was assum ed the unidentified persons 
he saw here may have journeyed to 
Detroit for the sole purpose of confer­ 
ring with him.

say 
on 
w hether arre sts were im m inent in the 
case or whether he expected an early 
m ajor development. 
But, he frankly 
admitted, “ we are m aking real prog­ 
ress,” while Chief Davis, pointing to

The vote came a fte r Admiral Von 
Tirpitz, who had directed the ll Boat 
cam paign, which brought the U n it­ 
ed States into the war, had broken 
a two year silence in the Reichstag 
to lead the national assault against 
the League and Locarno.

State Forester Rhodes Asks Coopera­ 
tion of People For Preserv­ 
ing Forests 
The state forester’s office here has 
Issued 
a 
statement 
regarding the 
burning of grass and leaves, show­ 
ing that a burning permit is neces­ 
sary before starting a fire, unless a 
sufficient tire check is provided. 
Earl H. Rhodes, forester, has had 
numerous inquiries from local peo­ 
ple who have summer cottages at the 
various lakes, as to whether it is 
necessary for them to get a burning 
permit before starting to burn. 
The state 
law 
on 
this 
subject 
rdads, in brief, “It shall be unlaw­ 
ful when the ground is not snow- 
covered to start or have any open 
fire, except for domestic purposes, or 
any back tire, without the written 
permission of the forester or other 
authorized 
forest officer, 
unless 
a 
lire-break 
sufficient 
to 
check 
tho 
spread of such fire shall have been 
freshly made or plowed around the 
place or area wherein said fire is 
set.” 
Another part of the law reads 
that “ furrow plowed in peat lands 
shall not be deemed a sufficient fire 
break.” 
“ Although it is possible to burn 
without a permit where a sufficient 
fire break has been made,” said Mr. 
Rhodes,” still, burning permits may 
be obtained of the local ranger or 
township fire warden free of cost, 
and regardless of whether you think 
you are burning safe, or not, we feel 
that when a person takes the trouble 
to get a permit for burning that he 
is trying to co-operate with the for­ 
est officers in preventing fires an.I 
making 
the 
shores

lakes a safer place to build a sum­ 
mer home.

It is with genuine satisfaction that one turns to the report 
of the Farmers’ Cooperative Creamery association for the month 
of February. Pounds of butter made amounted to 29,326. 
There 
was an increase of over 6,000 pounds of butter in February, 1926, 
over the same month in 1925. 
Eighty per cent of the butter shipped was Land O’ Lakes 
butter and the balance scored 92. In January, 1926, eighty-three 
per cent of the butter shipped was Land O’ Lakes and the balance 
was 92 score. 
During January and February, 1925, no Land O’ 
Lakes butter was made as the quality o f 'the cream was not of 
Land O’ Lakes quality.

resort owners. Last year 52,000 licenses were sold at $2 each. A 
fee of $3 will be collected this year from non-resident fishermen. 
More than a million tourists visited Minnesota last year, but 
only a comparatively small proportion were issued licenses. 
Mr. 
Henke believes the legislature will authorize resident licenses at 
the next session. All the money collected from licenses goes back 
into an improvement fund.

be tried by a general court, it was 
announced, 
Personnel and d ata of 
th e court will probably be an n o u n c­ 
ed at San Diego, where the trial will 
be held. 
Secretary W ilbur .signed the speci­ 
fications against Williams, on recom ­ 
m endation of the judge advocate of 
th e navy. Rear Admiral E. E. Camp­ 
bell. 
Major General John A. Le- 
Jeune, m arine corps chief, bad re­ 
ferred B u tler’s charges to Campbell. 
D ishonorable discharge from the 
service is the extrem e penalty th a t

NEW YORK BOXING BOARD IS CONSISTENT

Many well based reasons can he found for criticizing tile polities and 
rulings of the New York Boxing commission but it m ust be adm itted that 
the board has become a very consistent, body. 
‘‘T hat's ou r story and we’ll stick to it,” seems to he a new motto from 
which no deviation will he tolerated. 
Tho commission held out against one of Die hest organized and en er­ 
getically pushed newspaper and public cam paigns for the am endm ent of the 
rule that prohibits smoking in boxing clubs ever pressed. 
Tex Rickard in ­ 
stalled a ventilating apparatus at the cost, of $150,000 In the hope th at his 
patrons could smoke. 
He quoted the fire laws as showing his new Garden to he fireproof, 
showed thp rep o rts of medical experts th a t sm oking was not a menace to 
health or comfort, and mentioned incidentally that. the attendance had fallen 
off twenty per cent. 
But the commission refused to be moved and the rule 
st a rids. 
Ender a previous adm inistration, Jack Dempsey and H arry Wills were 
ordered to sign articles of agreem ent to meet for the world’s heavyweight 
cham pionship and they did. 
Nothing came of it, however, as the Duke of 
Muldoon had to back up and tell ti# boys unofficially that it couldn’t he done. 
When the argum ent came up again the commission ordered Dempsey to 
sign another agreem ent accepting Hie challenge of Wilis and Jack K earns, 
who was then handling the affairs of the champion, argued that the ag ree­ 
ment already had been signed and was on file. 
“Sign a g a in !” the commission ordered and when he protested he was set 
down and Dempsey was placed on the ineligible list. 
There was some com ­ 
plaint that Dempsey should have been suspended and that his title should 
have been vacated as was done in the case of several other iham pions who 
didn’t want to fight. 
The commission pointed out, however, that Dempsey’s license had ex­ 
pired and that neither he nor his title were under the jurisdiction of the 
commission until he had his license renewed and that his license wouldn't 
lie renewed until he agreed to fight Wills. 


Dempsey has used a lot of influence to get permission to meet Gene 
I u liney heiore he fights Wills and although it is a public conviction that 
Wills never will he allowed to fight the cham pion the commission bus re ­ 
in sod. 


Orders were issued that any promoter, m anager or fighter who talked to 
Dempsey about a matih before he was restored to good standing would be 
allot, at sunrise but Wills went right out west and signed an agreem ent to 
meet Dempsey under the promotion of Floyd Fitzsimmons. 
Wills was not. 
disciplined because the commission does not believe that any real articles 
were signed. 


A nother rath er arb itrary stand was taken in the case of Tommy Milli­ 
gan, the European welterw eight champion. 
Milligan was picked by the 
commission as the next opponent for Mickey W alker ami then proceeded to 
get himself licked by Georgic Levine. 
The claim was m ade that Milligan should forfeit his standing in favor 
»»f Joe Dundee, a better fighter from Baltimore. 
But the com mission ruled: “W alker m ust fight Milligan and he m ust 
fight him on May 7.” 
And th a t’s that.
